Esteemed Friend: —Thy favor of the 28th ult. was duly received. It is doubtful 
if I can answer it satisfactorily on all points, but I will give some facts which may be useful. 

Ist. As to its origin: That carries us back into the dim past. In the latter half of the 18th 
century there lived at Flushing, L. I., a Quaker family named Pearsall, noted for an appreciation of 
things good to eat, and a carefulness in providing them. About a century ago, when Rachel, the 
daughter of the family, married Samuel Willis, and moved with him to his home, Locust Grove, near 
Jericho, she did not, like her ancient namesake, surreptitiously take with her her Father’s idols of 
silver and gold, but did carry with her, as a precious thing, a package of the famzly Turnip seed. 
Where the family obtained the variety, whether they originated, bought or stole it, tradition sayeth 
not. The seed was at different times distributed about the neighborhood in small quantities, no one 
caring to raise more than enough for family use. I feel sure noseed was ever so/¢d. It being no one’s 
special interest to propagate the seed, it has, like the old families, run out, till I do not think there is 
in the land a pound of seed outside of thy and my possession. 

As to giving a description, I decline, as my observation teaches me that it requires a poet to write 
for a high-toned Catalogue. I will, however, give thee some of the points which have struck me. It 
is in size not above medium. Cooks very tender and fine grained, sweet enough, and without the 
strong odor and flavor so objectionable in many varieties. My wife says it cooks so quickly, that care 
is needed that it be not spoiled by over cooking; it cooks done in about the time required for a 
potato. It is good when harvested in the Fall, but its comparative merits do not fully show up 
till Spring, when other varieties grow pithy, strong and uneatable. 

I have no name to suggest. One old lady who was very proud of it as an article of food, called 
it Stone Turnip, not as an antithesis to Bread, but to represent its weight and solidity. The people 
of the name of Pearsall, of that family, are, I believe, all deceased, so no one is likely to resent giving 
it the family name. I haveonly to say please do not call it either Quaker or Ketcham. 

As to the value of the seed you had from me, you must be the judge. I think the understand- 
ing was that if you found the variety worth disseminating you were to pay for the seed, if not, not. 
As you seem to have come to the conclusion that it will do, you may pay a fair price for the seed, 
It probably actually cost me, in time and labor in selecting the roots, cultivating, harvesting and clean- 
ing the seed, several times as much as it does your men who raise large quantities of seed, and have 
facilities for raising and taking care of it. I do not have extravagant expectations or wishes in the matter. 

We will be much pleased to have you repeat your visit when in your goings to and fro in the 
world you can make it convenient. Yours truly, I. L. KETCHAM.

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The value attached to good onion seed by old growers may be a source of 
wonder to the inexperienced, and it is oftentimes entirely overlooked by the begin- 
ner in the business. Let me try to explain why cheap onion seed is not cheap. 
The onion stalk.attains a height of, say, from sixteen to twenty inches when fully 
matured. As the onion develops and begins to ripen, the stalk falls over and 
shrivels up at the bulb. This forms arjpe onion. But a certain percentage of the 
onions, although attaining fair size, will remain large and stiff around the neck, 
constituting a ‘‘ stiff neck’’ orscallion. The scallion, although good to eat, will 
not keep through the winter, and is, consequently, not marketable like a matured 
onion. Now, the onion, of all vegetables, is perhaps the most susceptible of being 
bred up to a high degree. If we should select the seed of scallions for a few years, 
we would soon get something that would grow scallions almost to a certainty. On 
the other hand, if we select one of the earliest and best shaped onions, with a very 
small neck (when green), to propagate our seed from, and continue this selection 
for years, we will have a strain of seed in which the scallion is almost eradicated. 
Inasmuch as every scallion is like so much dead stock on the market, it is evident 
that the smaller the percentage of scallions the more valuable the seed to the grower. 
It is exactly this feature that makes the seed of the conscientious careful seedsman 
valuable ; while the unscrupulous onion grower may sell all his marketable onions, 
set out his scallions next spring, and in the fall have a fine lot of cheap seed for sale.

bom eee. FORDHOOK .FARM.——— 
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Our CATALOGUE CoVER, while giving a partial view, fails to properly represent our FORDHOOK 
FARM, which is beautifully located about one mile Southwest of Doylestown, Bucks: Co., Pa., on the 
Reading Railroad. The design for the cover was necessarily made early in the Spring, and when in 
addition to this is considered the fact that the artist thought the level appearance was necessary to give 
an idea of perspective, the failure of the picture to properly represent the place will be apparent. 
The farm in reality includes within its borders the highest elevation for a long distance, and em- 
braces grand views over miles of splendid farming country in whatever direction the eye may look. 
Nearly all the land slopes more or less gently toward the South, the balance sloping more rapidly to 
the West and North, with the exception of a fine tract of chestnut timber which forms a shelter 
border on the extreme North. It will be readily seen that as the land mostly lies sloping to 
the sun it is exceptionally suited for the cultivation of fine vegetables and flowers for the purpose of 
securing the most valuable results in improved strains of seed. The farm is bounded on three sides 
by public roads, and on the fourth side we are separated from our neighbors by a dense hedge, some 
twelve feet in height, so that we occupy a somewhat isolated position. There are drives leading in 
from each of the three roads to the cluster of buildings in the center of the farm. The main entrance, 
unfortunately, could not be shown in the picture; leading from Doylestown is a fine road that should 
run from the right-hand side of the first page of our catalogue cover, skirting the Railroad until it 
reaches the center of the panel, where it crosses the Railroad; at this crossing is the main entrance to 
the spacious drive, bordered with green banks and shaded by stately trees. As the visitor progresses 
up this avenue the eye is constantly arrested by the grand blaze of color from the fields of blooming 
flowers on either side. Half way up, two roads, one on each side, offer temptations to turn out into 
the fields and drive through the acres of flowering plants, for there are very few fences on the farm. 
The land is laid off in suitable tracts for cultivation, and there are numerous roads to facilitate both 
cultivation and harvesting of the many and varied crops. As each separate variety of the different 
vegetables and flowers must be so isolated that there can be no danger of crossings, the entire farm 
presents a constantly varied appearance. 

Continuing up the avenue we reach the main farmhouse, a massive stone building, which is 
but poorly shown in the illustration. In front of the house is a sloping lawn divided from,the fields 
of flowers by a low-walled terrace; at one side is the old springhouse and in the rear are roads 
leading to the many buildings rendered necessary in storing and drying the crops of seed, as well 
as for the stock. To the right, in that portion of the front catalogue cover mostly concealed by the 
panel, is the carriage and wagon house with drying floors and granaries above; the FoRDHOOK 
KENNELS, where are kept fifty or more of-our choice Scotch Collies; the large barn tenanted by the 
live stock and filled with the products of the fields, in the shape of the bulkier crops; the pig pens, and 
beyond this the long range of poultry houses with their extensive yards and sheltered runs for cold weather. 


To return and take the left-hand road from the main farmhouse we come into the gardener’s 
province, namely, the long Greenhouse (used only in connection with our seed growing,—the green 
houses for propagating plants for sale being located elsewhere), and many rows of hotbeds and cold 
frames, where hundreds of thousands of young plants are given an early start in the Spring and made 
ready to be transplanted to the open fields as soon as the weather is sufficiently warm. Beyond the 
greenhouse and hotbeds is situated the building familiarly known as the “‘Seed House.”’ The c<‘lar 
of the Seed House is devoted to the storage of bulky seeds and roots, as is the large cellar of the 
barn; on the first floor is the Office, where the numerous books of records relative to the many trials 
and complete accounts of each crop are kept; the walls of this apartment are shelved and diviaea to 
the ceiling for the storage of selected stock seeds too valuable to be kept anywhere but directly under 
the eye of the manager and his immediate assistants. Next to the office are the seed-cleaning rooms, 
while beyond and above the rooms are filled with racks for drying small seeds in rainy weather. In 
front of the seed house there is a large lawn, where on bright sunshiny days are spread many sheets 
of plants and fruits that have been gathered and are in process of drying their seed. 

There are five springs giving rise to two streams which flow in different directions to join the 
Neshaminy, which winds its tortuous course almost around three sides of the farm. The main stream 
has its rise in the fields back of the forcing frames; it flows by the frames, being dammed there for 
the convenience of watering young plants; a branch pipe also supplies the greenhouse with water. 
Continuing around the slope the stream is reinforced from the springhouse; when it reaches a little 
dell it is again arrested and made to assist in the cleaning of various seeds. 

About two-thirds of the land is kept under the plow, the balance being in pasture and grass, for 
the purpose of “resting” the soil. Our space does not permit a description of the varied crops grown, 
but we would state that while the entire crops of some of our rare novelties, and also many of our 
choicest flower seeds, are grown at FORDHOOK FAR\M, it is specially useful in the growing of extra 
selected stock seeds, that it would be almost impossible to have grown with the same rigid care elsewhere. 
These stock seeds are then furnished to other growers, both in the neighborhood and in other sections of 
the country, the crops all being subject to our personal inspection during growth. 

On the next page we give a bird’s-eye view of our TRIAL GROUNDS, which are most thoroughly 
conducted, and are a very special feature of the farm. We invite a reading of the brief description 
given of these test grounds. In conclusion we would state that, during the Summer and Autumn, we 
are always pleased to receive visits from those of our customers who are interested in the experiments 
and trials we are conducting. Permits to visit FORDHOOK FARM can be obtained upon personal 
_ application at our Seed Warehouse in Philadelphia. Upon arrival at Doylestown, the visitors will 
be met at the station (thirty miles from Philadelphia), and freely shown everything of interest.

The size of the page is entirely 
too small to convey a fair idea of the large extent and variety of our trials. Many Seedsmen who 
claim to sell zested seeds rely exclusively upon the tests for vitality. The germinating quality of all 
seeds we ascertain as soon as they arrive at our Warehouse, by testing samples from each lot, in Green- 
houses. This is, of course, necessary and important, but of much greater importance are our field trials 
of all varieties of vegetables, grains and flowers. Formerly we conducted these trials both at Doyles- 
town and on Long Island, but now we have concentrated them on our FORDHOOK Far, at Doylestown, 
Bucks County, Pa. Besides the trials of our own stocks of seeds we also test, for comparison, 
stocks from other growers, and also many varieties not known to cultivation, which we have collected 
from all parts of the world, or which have been kindly sent by our friends and customers. 

To give some idea of the extent and thoroughness of our comparative trials we will state the 
number of trials we had at FORDHOOK FARM the past season (1888), of some of the leading Vege- 
tables and Flowers. Of VEGETABLES we planted two hundred and forty-one samples of BEANS, 
fifty-one of BEErs, forty of BORECOLE, one hundred and seventy-eight trials of CABBAGE, thirty-one of 
CARROT, twenty of CAULIFLOWER, fifty-four of GARDEN CorN, fifty-nine of FIELD Corn, eighty-three 
of CUCUMBER, twenty-five of EGG PLANT, thirty-six of ENDIVE, one hundred and fifty-four varieties 
and samples of LETTUCE, eighty-four of MUSKMELON, one hundred and fourteen of WATER- 
MELON, seventy-two of ONION, one hundred and five stocks of PEAs, forty-three of Peppers, forty- 
eight of PUMPKINS, sixty-seven varieties of RADISH, sixty-six of SQUASH, twenty-one of TOBACcco, 
sixty of TOMATO, thirty nine of TURNIPS and thirty-seven of GRAssEs. While of all others we 
had proportionately complete tests, making the total number of VEGETABLES and GRAINS 
alone 7wo thousand and seventy-seven trials (2077). 

Of FLOWERS from seeds, we had in our trial grounds one hundred and eighty-three samples 
and varieties of ASTERS, twenty-four of AMARANTHUS, one hundred and thirty-five varieties and 
strains of BALSAMS, nineteen of CANNAS, seventeen of CELOSIA, twenty of CHRYSANTHEMUMS, 
fifty-one strains of [TPomaA, eleven of DAHLIAS, sixty-six of DIANTHUs, sixteen of GODETIA, seven- 
teen of HELIANTHUS, nineteen of IBERIS, sixteen of LOBELIA, eighteen of MARIGOLD, twenty-six of 
MIGNONETTE, thirty five of TROPOLUM, eighty-seven varieties of PANSY, fifty-two of PHLOX, seven- 
teen of Poppigs, thirty-three of GERMAN STOCKS, thirty-five varieties of SweET PEAas, twenty-four 
of VERBENA, thirty one of ZINNIAS, twenty-two of ornamental Grasses, and other Flowers in propor- 
tion, making in all one thousand four hundred and sixty-five (1465) samples and varieties of 
FLOWER SEEDS in our trial grounds the past season. 

The total number of our trials, of Vegetables, Grains and Flowers, conducted at FORDHOUK 
FARM the past season was three thousand five hundred and forty-two (3542) trials. This total 
number includes Field trials only, and, of course, does not include the varieties of flowers, vegetables 
and grains growing on our farm for seed crops. We propose to continue this very useful work of 
making thorough tests, in the future, as we have in the past, and we will be pleased, during the Sum- 
mer and Fall, to have any of our customers inspect our trials and cultures for themselves. We are sure 
that they will be astonished, as have all visitors the past season, at the thoroughness of the work done 
and the complete records kept, and that they will admit, upon personal inspection of our extensive 
trial grounds, and also of our growing crops, that the figures here named, although so large, convey 
very little idea of the extent of the operations. 


THE VALUE OF OUR TRIALS, in more ways than one, must be apparent to every gardener. 
In the first place it enables us Zo know each year the purity of the different strains of seed we handle, 
and we invariably act upon this information, discarding all stocks that are not first-class. It also enables 
us to keep constantly posted as to all new varieties that are produced, and we serve our customers 
almost as greatly by refusing to catalogue the many comparatively worthless varieties that are contin- 
ually being introduced, as we do by procuring and developing sterling novelties of real merit. From 
our well known record of having introduced many of the most valuable varieties now in cultivation, we 
are in a position to receive, generally, samples for trial and first offers of the control. In some cases 
where we have declined to purchase a variety because it was not of sufficient merit for introduction 
we have seen the same “novelty” introduced by another Seed house, who, not having the facilities 
for comparative tests themselves, have relied upon the recommendation of the originator, and natur- 
ally parents are apt to over-estimate the qualities of their own children. In addition to our trials as 
specified above, we have also, scattered over our FORDHOOK FARM, in isoiated positions, small patches 
of many varieties of vegetables and flowers which previous tests have shown to be promising and 
which we are selecting and working up with a view to their introduction. Our customers can have 
little idea of the labor and expense involved in this work, as frequently after we have cultivated a 
variety for several years we find that, for one reason or another, it is not sufficiently meritorious to in- 
troduce. OUR TRIAL GROUNDS also enable us Zo zdentify many old varieties that have been sent 
out under new names as novelties—often through ignorance and not with any intention on the part of 
the Seed Dealer to deceive. In most cases where an old variety has received several names we give 
the synonymous names (in brackets) in our general list of vegetables—see remarks, page 37. By 
this careful supervision of the nomenclature of vegetables we aim to prevent in America a repetition 
of the English system of cataloguing one variety of seed under half a dozen different names.

In about six to 
eight weeks the Mushrooms should make theirappearance. 
Examine the bed often to see that it does not get dry, and 
when water is given it should be at the temperature of roo 
degrees. A bed two to three feet wide is best, and can be 
made any length desired.

In answer to numerous 
inquiries, we would state that this variety, after repeated 
trials, seems cast ‘‘in the same mould’”’ as our ‘lurner 
Hybrid, and yet we have been unable to trace a common 
origin. ‘he Turner Hybrid, introduced in 1886, we named 
after Mr. James W. Turner, of Iowa, a customer of ours, 
who had sent us a few of the seeds several years before, 
and who claimed to have originated the variety.

A few pot and sweet herbs (for flavoring soups, meats, 
etc.) are indispensable to every garden, while some of the 
medicinal herbs will also be found very useful. 


Herbs in}- 


general love a mellow and free soil, and care should be | 


taken in properly harvesting them in a drystate. The 
chief points are to cut them on a dry day when not quite in 
full blossom, and to dry them quickly in the shade in a se- 
cure place, and when dry to pack them close in dry boxes 
or vessels, keeping them entirely excluded from the air. 
Sow the seeds early in spring, in shallow drills, and when 
they are up thin them out to proper distances: keep well 
cultivated and free from weeds. The varieties marked with 
an * are perennial, and when obtained in the garden may 
be preserved for years with but little care.

The growth of rare plants from seed is very interesting, and many of the choicest varieties can readily be grown 
in the house by those who are willing to give them careful attention. For winter blooming, the seed should be sown in 
shallow boxes, any time during the Spring or Summer. Procure a mellow soil, almost one-fourth sand; sow the seeds 
on the surface, covering lightly with a little fine, sandy earth; cover the box with a pane of glass, keep darkened. and 
keep the soil ‘slightly moist until the seed germinate, when light and air should be admitted by partially or wholly 
removing the glass, and placing the boxes ina warm, sunny window.

SOUTHDOWN SHEEP. - 


Their name is derived from the Southdowns in Sussex, 
England, a range of hills extending about 600 miles, which 
are of moderate elevationand abound inshort, fine herbage.

OXFORD DOWN SHEEP. 


No breed of sheep has grown more into public favor in 
England, nor more rapidly extended in numbers the last 
fifteen years, than the Oxfordshire Down. About fifty 
years ago some prominent breeders in England undertook 
the construction of a breed of sheep that should in great 
measure possess the weight of the Long-wool with the 
quality of the Down. Probably the advantage of such a 
breed was first apparent in the offspring of a cross occa- 
sionally resorted to in the case of draft ewes, but from 
pursuing which farmers had hitherto been deterred by the 
tendency of the offspring to breed back to either side. It 
was not until 1850 that they were called Oxfordshire Down: 
previous to this they were regarded as cross-breeds and 
known as Down Cotswolds. ‘They are now a well-estab- 
lished breed, and sure to become as popular in America as 
they are already in England.

THOROUGHBRED CHESTER WHITE BOAR. 


CHESTER WHITE PIGS. 


This famous breed is now so well known as to need but 
little description. The Chester Whites were originally 
made up principally from a combination of three strains— 
a large, coarse, white hog that was brought into Chester 
County in 1812 and crossed with hogs imported by Capt. 
James Jeffrey from England in 1818, called Bedfordshires, 
and also hogs imported into Delaware County, Pa., about 
the same time, called Chinas. The Chinas and Bedford- 
shires both had black blood in them, and hence the reason 
why black and blue spots so often appear on the skin and 
sometimes in the hair of the pure Chester Whites. But by 
judicious crossing and selecting, this has, to a great extent, 
been bred out.

The Yorkshires are quiet in disposition. and are easily kept enclosed 
by fences that prove no barrier against the roaming propensities of other pigs. They fatten at an early age. In fact, 
some of our sows we cannot keep lean. They are characterized by smallness of bone and offal; careful experiments 
show them to waste less in dressing than any other breed. Tne flesh is far superior to that of coarser breeds for table 
use.

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THOROUGHBRED JERSEY RED BOAR. 


DUROC, OR JERSEY RED PIGS. 


The true Duroc or Jersey Red should be long, quite 
deep-bodied, not round, but broad on the back, and hold- 
ing the width well out to the hips and hams. The head 
should be small compared with the body, with the cheeks 
broad and full, with considerable breadth between the eyes. 
The neck should be short and thick, andthe face slightly 
curved, with the nose rather longer thanin the English 
breeds ; the ear rather large and lopped over the eyes and 
not erect. Bone not fine nor yet coarse, but medium. The 
legs medium insize and length, but set well under the body 
and well apart, and not cut up high in the flank or above 
the knee. The hams should be broad and full well down 
to the hock. There should be a good coat of hair of medium 
fineness, inclining to bristles at the top of the shoulders; 
the tail being hairy and not small; thehair usually straight, 
but in some cases a little wavy. Thecolor should be red, 
varying from dark glossy, cherry-red, and even brownish 
hair, to light yellowish red, with occasionally a small fleck 
of black on the belly and legs. The darker shades of red 
are preferred by most breeders, and this type of color is 
the most desirable. In disposition they are remarkably 
mild and gentle. When full grown they should dress from 
400 to 500 pounds, and pigs at nine months should dress 
from 250 to 300 pounds. 

The preceding is the standard agreed upon at the con- 
vention of Jersey Red Breeders. Below we publish a clip- 
ping from 7he Ohio Frrmer :—

fill the bill; they are large enough to dress three hundred 
pounds at eight months old, or can be fattened to weigh a 
thousand pounds; are entirely free from scurvy and mange, 
will dress as white as the whitest, will fatten at any age, 
and are the most prolific breed I ever saw; will have pigs 
at seven months old; will bring from ten to fifteen ata 
litter, and the pigs show more vigor at six hours old than 
any of my other breedsat four days.

Descriptive of these popular dogs, which we are breed- 
ing extensively, we cannot do better than republish the fol- 
lowing, condensed from an article on THE CoLtig, in The

verse and artists loved to paint. His carriage is dainty and 
natty, as that of a fox; nor does the likeness end there. 
Take the human-like intelligence ascribed to the hero of 
the old romance of ‘ Reynard the Fox,’ let the craft and 
duplicity be refined and transmuted into devction to his 
master, and you have the characteristics of the Collie’s 
nature. Beauty, intelligence and usefulness are all to be 
counted in the highest degree to his credit. Insagacity he 
excels all others of the dog family. His is not the intelli- 
gence of the trick dog; one look into his ‘ guy wyse’ 
eyes will tell you that for antics and pranks like those of 
the showman’s ‘troupe of canine artists’ your Collie has 
the supremest contempt; a dog’s life is to him quite too 
serious to be wasted in such frivolities ; his mission is hard 
work; he has duties to perform, as had generations of his 
ancestors before him.
